Democratic candidates are ex- 
ploiting the corruption issue to 
the hilt. Leaders of both parties 
believe it could affect the size 
of President Eisenhower's vote

MAKING GAINS 


However, few political leaders 
believe Republican losses on this 
account or on other issues will 
be sufficient to enable Adlai 
Stevenson and Sen. Estes Kefau- 
ver to win Illinois“ 27 electoral 
votes. Four years ago Eisenhower 
carried the state with 344.8 per 
cent of the total vote. 


One top Democrat summed up 
the situation today: We're mak- 
ing gains but we are still behind 
We need a break of some kind 
to win, and we may get it.” 

Few Republicans, on the other 
hand, belive Eisenhower's margin 
will be as large as in 1952. One 
said: “It may be so close there 
will be no room on Ike’s coat- 
tails for our local candidates. 

In addition to state corruption, 
the factors responsible for Demo- 
cratic gains appear to be: 

1. Dissatisfaction with Eisen- 
hower agricultural policies, al- 
though this does not seem to

LABOR UNION DRIVE 

3. An intensified drive by labor 
union leaders to win votes for the 
Democratic national ticket that ap- 
pears to be having its greatest suc- 
cess among members of the United 
Automobile Workers. These consti- 
tute the bulk of the labor force in 
farm and highway equipment 
plants. 


4. Greater enthusiasm for Ste- 
venson among Democratic ward 
and precinct workers than in 1952, 
the change being attributed to a 
revision of his campaign tactics. 
5. The cumulative effect of re- 
peated Democratic claims that they 
are the spokesmen for the little 
people.“ 

To a small extent the Democratic 
gains are being offset by new ac- 
cretions of Republican strength. 
These are being attributed to: 


1. A-high level of economic pros- 
perity that discourages any desire 
for a change in the national ad- 
ministration even among nominal 
Democrats, Employment is at or 
near an all-time high. Even the 
farmers are saying we're not 
hurtin’ now.“ 

2. An aggressive campaign to 
win Republican converts among 
Negroes that appears to be having 
some success with the small per- 
centage of those in the middle and 
upper income brackets. 


WOMEN’S FEELING 


3. A strong feeling among wom- 
en particularly that the President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower are setting 
the nation an admirable example 
of exemplary family life. In this 
connection Stevenson’s status as a 
divorced man is often cited as an 
example of the opposite. 


These findings represent the 
major conclusions of a team of 
reporters from the New York 
Times. The team has visited all 
sections of Illinois. 

Among Republicans, there is a 
great unanimity of view that the 
strongest threat to an Eisenhower 
victory in Illinois this year is a 
decline in the total number of 
votes cast. At this stage it is al- 
most impossible to guess the size 
of this year’s vote. 

Illinois has a system of perma- 
nent registration. All those who

The corruption issue is having 

its greatest impact on the contest 
for governor. William G. Strat- 
ton, the incumbent, is the Re- 
publican choice. He is opposed 
by Richard Austin, a Cook County 
superior court judge. 
The judge is a last-minute sub- 
stitute for Herbert C. Paschen, 
Cook County treasurer. Paschen 
was forced to withdraw by Mayor 
Richard J. Daley of Chicago, who 
is also Democratic chairman of 
Cook County and the most pow- 
erful Democratic figure in the 
state. 

Daley acted after Paschen had 
been linked with the operations 
of a flower fund“ of question- 
able legality. If Paschen had re- 
mained as the candidate the. 
Democrats felt they would have 
no corruption issue against the 
Republicans. 


HODGE SCANDAL 

Although other examples of 
wrong-doing figure in it, the cor- 
rupton issue in Illinois primarily 
concerns the activities of Orville 
E. Hodge, the former state audi- 
tor. He is now serving a prison 
sentence for stealing $1,300,000 in 
state funds by a series of check 
forgeries in connivance with 
some banker friends. A Repub- 
lican, he had been renominated 
this year as a member of the 
Stratton team.“ 

Stratton has since disclaimed 
all responsibility for Hodge’s 
activities.. Eisenhower has com- 
mended the governor for bring- 
ing Hodge to book. 

Nevertheless, Republicans in 
substantial numbers are talking 
of voting against Stratton. 

A farmer in Tuscola declared: 
J sure am voting for Eisenhower 
again but I doubt if Ill vote 
for any other Republican. I just 
don’t like that man in Spring- 
field (the state capital).” 


STRATTON FLAYED 


In Skokie and in other subur- 
ban areas housewives interviewed 
while they were shopping in su- 
permarkets often said they 
would vote for Eisenhower but 
not for Stratton. Republican 
congressional candidates in close 
districts fear that Republicans 
who leave the ticket after voting 
for president will not return. 

Stratton has the endorsement 
of the State Federation of Labor 
this time, which he lacked four 
years ago. This may bring him 
some labor votes that will go to 
Stevenson for president. Even so, 
there’s a widespread opinion 
that he is in real trouble. 

Dirksen’s chances are 
rated somewhat better than 
Stratton’s.

Walks With the People of Russia

The Russian people walk with 
Alexandra Tolstoy. One of his- 
tory’s greatest writers lives with- 
in her, too—her father, Leo Tol- 
. BStoy, the man who wrote War 
and Peace.” 

‘When Leo Tolstoy died in 1910 
he left to the world an enormous 
literary treasure. He left land 
bought by the sale of his unpub- 
lished works to the peasants of 
his province. And he left a de- 
voted daughter who follows his 
teachings and lives his ideas. 

Alexandra Tolstoy is a count- 
ess. Peter the Great titled Peter 
Tolstoy In the 17th Century and 
her family has been part of the 
Russian nobility since that time. 
But, Countess Tolstoy now is an 
American citizen and prefers to 
be called Miss.“ 

TOLSTOY FOUNDATION 

She came to Atlanta Monday 
to boost the movie War and 
Peace,” a Paramount release. 
She hopes it will do a selling job 
for the Tolstoy Foundation, a 
center for Russian refugees. 

A stout woman with broad 
square features, heavy eye- 
brows, and direct manner, Miss 
Tolstoy wants the world to 
know her people. She does not 
show her 72 years, though 
many have been hard. 

Her small blue- gray eyes 
light up when she talks of 
things dear to her — her father, 
War and Peace,” her home- 
land, her people. They turn 
gray when she talks of the 
present Russian government, 
its oppression of the people, the 
escapees who struggle across 
the border, her childhood in a 
torn family. 

Her deep rich voice brings 
alive in warm accent a man 


dren, Alexandra became her 
father’s secretary when she 
was 17. Although she was tu- 
tored at home, she calls him 
her greatest teacher. 

She owned one of the first 
typewriters in Russia (made 
in this country with Russian 
characters). She describes 
working with her father: He 
was always very grateful and 
felt that I did too much. His 
handwriting was almost un- 
readable, and I would have to 
type his notes three spaces 
wide because he rewrote and 
edited so much—sometimes 30 
or 40 times. When a book was 
finished he never read it 
over. He did not like to do 
that.“ 

She compares him to Gand- 
hi of India. Gandhi prevent- 
ed a revolution through his 
passive resistance and devo- 


tion. My father would have 
done this, too, if he had lived 
—or they would have killed 
him. He was so far ahead of 
his time, he knew the revolu- 
tion was coming.“ 

When the revolution came, 
Miss Tolstoy spent eight 
months in a Moscow jail. The 
Communists ended her three- 
year sentence when peasants 
of the former Tolstoy land 
asked for her freedom. She 
had spent many years among 
them organizing schools, hos- 
pitals, libraries. In prison she 
set up schools for the illiter- 
ate prisoners. Members of 
the government recommend- 
ed that she continue her work 
among the people. 


In 1931 Miss Tolstoy led 
across Siberia and escaped to
